First Jane gets 
trapped by the real murderer and 
almost shot, and then she gets 
kidnapped and is dragged to the 
murder gang’s hideout where 
they imprison her in a gas- 
filled garage. 

The leader of the gang then 
plans to murder the little boy’s 
mother, who has been lured to 
his estate, and then assume the 
guardianship of the child. He 
also intends to do away with the 
girl detective after she has be- 
come sufficiently stupefied by 
the gas in the garage. 

Foran and Rosenbloom for- 
tunately come to the rescue in 
time and the resulting fight is 
one of the most exciting screen. 
battles since the now famous 
brawl of “Dodge City” fame. The 
real murderer gets caught and 
the lovely Miss Dickson is ab- 
solved of any participation in 
the crime.

Jane Wyman Tutored For 
‘Private Detective’ Role 


Film acting is a profession in 
which you must be a “Jack of 
all trades” to be master of one, 
epigrams Jane Wyman. 

The blonde actress, labelled 
“gam girl,” thinks she is getting 
her share of being Jack of all 
trades. Off-hand she recalls learn- 
ing something of the arts of the 
cafe entertainer, waitress, radio 
star, taxi dancer, stenographer, 
newspaper reporter, nurse, 
aviatrix and four or five others. 
All to enable her to play various 
film parts, lately of a starring 
caliber. 

Of course, not all actresses go 
about their work as Jane does. 
When she’s going to learn 
to play a newspaper woman 
in a picture, for example, she 
fastens herself to the elbow of 
some newspaper woman _ she 
knows, and learns the art of re- 
porting. Before she’s satisfied 
that she can do a part, she likes 
to feel an easy familiarity with 
what the character is required 
to do in the actual production of 
the motion picture. 

Latest of Jane’s tasks was to 
familiarize herself with the job 
of being a private detective. 
This, undertaken for her current 
Warner Bros. film “Private De- 
tective,” coming to the Strand 
Friday, proved tougher than she 
had anticipated. First she got in 


touch with a woman detective 
connected with the Los Angeles 
police force, and “tagged along” 
on her current case, a little 
problem in blackmail and ex- 
tortion. But Jane soon learned 
that private detectives operate 
quite differently, and for some 
time she was unable to locate a 
lady detective currently working 
on a case for a private agency. 

When she did find one, she had 
to hire her on a full time rate 
before the woman’s agency would 
permit Jane to tag along. It was 
a divorce case which also involved 
a mysterious disappearance 
withheld from police until the 
solution popped up. The private 
detective of real life was kind 
enough to say that the private 
detective of the film had really 
been of service on the case . 
at times. 

Jane’s investigations were all 
done without studio orders, and 
in many cases, knowledge. Ex- 
penses incurred, she shouldered 
herself. 

“Comes,” says Jane, “under the 
heading of education.” 

Dick Foran is playing opposite 
Jane in “Private Detective,” 
which Noel Smith directed. Im- 
portant in the supporting cast 
are Maxie Rosenbloom, Gloria 
Dickson, Morgan Conway and 
John Eldredge.

“And that means, that if you 
have something, you’ll have more 
opportunity to show it,” she con- 
cludes. 

Jane has had such opportunity 
in six lead roles since she became 
a definite and permanent blonde. 
Her current lead role is in 
“Private Detective,” coming to 
the Strand. 

“It’s easier to be spotted in a 
crowd and it’s easier to face the 
camera if you’re blonde,” says 
Jane. 

Jane expresses firm belief in 
the adage that “Where there’s 
light there’s heat, and where 
there’s heat there’s excitement.”
